CSUS government Professor 
Mansour Farhang was appointed 
ambassador to the United Nations 
for Iran, United Press International 
reported yesterday 

However, when the Hornet con- 
tacted Farhang at his home in 
Washington, D.C late yesterday 
afternoon, he said he had been 
offered the position but will decide 
in the next couple of days whether 
or not he will accept it 

Farhang said he was probably 
chosen because he is familiar with 
the cultures of both the United 
States and tran, which would be 
heipful in the United Nations 
Farhang had returned just five 


minutes earlier from a two - week 
visit to Iran when he talked with the 
Hornet. 

Farhang, who became a 
naturalized US citizenin 1968 and 
began teaching at CSUS in 1970 
Said he did not see the hostages 
who were captured by Maosiem 
Students over a month ago, on 
television or at the embassy while 
in tran 


| really can't answer that right 
now,” Farhang said, regarding 
whether or not he had seen the 
Ayatollan Khomeini while he was 
in iran

Rader was not available for 
comment 
Connors added We're not 


happy about it. There will be plenty 
of resignations to foliow 

Connors continued by saying 
Someone “should look into the 
high resignation rate within the 
Hornet Foundation 

“No, | can't say that we had 
forewarning of fRader’s 
resignation,” Dale Brostrom, ex 
ecutive director of the Hornet 
Foundation and Rader's superior 
said 

When asked if Rader gave a 
reason for resigning, Food Service 
Director Russ Leverenz replied 
“Ghe gave some reasons | can't 
say what they are | don't think it 
would be fair to her — or to me (to 
disclose Rader's reason for quit- 
ting) 7 

Brostrom said he did not know 
the specific reason for Rader's 
resignation 

Vic Dennis, also a student 
Supervisor of food service said 
“NO, there was not a 
Straightforward reason (given by 
Rader), but over the course of this 
semester, with the new food ser-

The problem is that Javidin 
like most of the approximately 250 
‘'ranian students at CSUS, gets his 
money from checks drawn on the 
Bank of Melli, the oldest bank in 
Iran. The Bank of Melli has two 
branches in the United States 
one in New York which has money 
ang the San Francisco branch 
which recently closed 

Iranian students at CSUS draw 
their funds from the San Francisco 
Dranch. Jonn Self. CSUS assistant 
Girector of accounting services 
said the Federal Reserve Board | 
was attempting to get $10 million

Chair Etterbeek stands behind

Despite persistent rumblings 
among some math students and a 
few faculty members newly 
instalied math department Chair 








On Nov. 20 the Acropolis 
Apartment complex was Ppur- 
chased from Jerry and Penny 
viaveris by Constantine Pap- 
Ppadapoulos eftective Jan. 1, 1980 

On Nov. 12 the Sacramento 
Superior Court appointed Charles 
E Brown receiver of Acropolis to 
oversee the finances of the com- 
plex until a $46,000 outstanding 
debt is paid 

Staveris took over Acropolis 
during the summer when he 
bought it and changed the name 
The purchase of the complex dis- 
SOlved the receivership, and Pap- 
padopoulos paid the debts Ac- 
ropolis is a 118-unit complex 
which houses nearly 300 students 

Earlier this year students who 
signed leases to move into Ac- 
ropolis were forced to obtain other 
housing when the renovation of 
the old dormitories, Westbridge, in

which Staveris claims he invested 
over $1.5 million, was not com- 
pleted.

Staveris bought Acropolis for 
$1,960,000 Staveris was to make 
payment of $9,800 per month unti! 
1980, then $11, G00.until the bill was 
completely paid in 1983 

However, no payments were 
made in either September. Oc- 
tober or November. Because of 
that Acropolis was put in receiver 
ship until Pappadapoulos bought 
the complex 

The purpose of the receivership 
was to make sure that money paid 
in rent was applied to the loan and 
to insure that back payments were 
made 

Another aim of the receivership 
was to prevent Staveris from using 
the rent money from Acropolis to 
put into other buildings

This is the account of a 33-year-old Iranian who 
has lived in Sacramento for 10 years. One of “20,000 
atrocities” committed by the shah and his “dic- 
tatorship” government. Married to a CSUS student. 
the Iranian would not permit the Hornet to use his 
name in the interest of protecting his famity and 


business. 


Born in iran in 1946, he comes from an “upper- 
middie class, comfortable family who could afford to 


The drop policy is carefully 
spelled out in a departmental "pink 
sheet’ that instructors hand out at 
the beginning of each new 
semester, The pink sheet redefines 
the university's drop policy into 
two distinct categories 

The first, concerning open 
classes, is in accordance with the 
university policy of a four week 
open drop period The second 
deals with closed classes and 
allows a student two weeks to 
freely drop a course 

After that two week periad they 
(the students) will only be allowed 
to drop the course for ‘serious and 
compelling reasons which we 
define as complete withdrawal 
trom the university or a medical ex 
Cuse verifying that completion of 
the course will be harmful to their 
health,” explained Etterbeek 

According to Assistant Regis- 
trar Chuck Hines, “serious and 
compelling is a Chancellor's Office 
term which they refuse to define " 
Consequently the university 
allows each individual department 
to interpret the term as it chooses 

While other departments on 
Campus do not take such an ex- 
treme approach the math 
department felt it had to tighten the 
regulations because of past 
Student excesses 

‘We've had to become a little 
more hard - nosed now than in the 
past,” said Department Secretary

Contradictions in Iran analysis 


Jimmy Carter, Cyrus Vance and Hodding Carter 
i! have continually explained away the revolt 
against the shah as a result of problems “within the 
country, ignoring the United States invoivement in 
providing a reason for revolution 

“The revolution of tran is a product of deep sociai 
politica), religious and economic factors growing 
out of the history of iran itself.” said President Carter 
in February 

Only ltranians can resolve the fundamenta 
political issues which they now confront, Vance 
also said 

However, discussing policy for Latin American 
autocracies in February of the 1979 Hodding Carter 
iil said, “Where nations persist in serious violations 
of human right#yas wiltcontinue todemonstrate that 
there are cost$ to flagrant disregard of international 


The value in human rights is not being ques 
tioned The exploitation of rhetoric in the name of a 
policy’ is the point of contempt 

Second, that the revolutionary movement, in ex 
istence for more than 25 years culminated in the 
overthrow of the shah is not factually questioned 

The attribution of the revolution solely to Iranian 
history is in contention 

Untortunately, it has taken the capture of 43 
Americans as hostages to force the US. policy 
makers to recognize the shan is a problem, and that 
his former influence in tran and affluence from the 
resources of Iran are problems which involve more 
than ‘the history of iran itself

Swift says U.S. should 
not fear loss of power

The United States and other 
Western governments fear their 
loss of power rather than accep- 
ting its loss as a natural historical 
change, said CSUS history Profes 
sor Tom Swift 

“We fear movement away from 
the status quo, even if to change 
means to further democracy 
Swift said in a Redwood Room 
speech Tuesday. attended by 
about 30 students 

in that fear of change, Swift 
Said, we seem to waste money and 
back losers 

The United States has a long 
tradition of providing foreign 
governments with military and 
political interference,” Swift said 
The United States provided Asian 
governments with military aid after 
those governments became cor- 


@™r and moved away trom the 


people, he explained 

Provision of aid is not tc heip 
the people but to back the 
governments with military aid 
against Communism, which only 
serves to delay the change, Swift 
said 

When change does occur, Swift 


Said, it will be more violent and anti 
- American as well 

What Americans need for the 
future is greater knowledge and 
understanding of foreign people 
Swift said “They have their Pear! 
Harbors and national pride. too 
he added 

Our best opportunity to be in 
touch with public opinion abroad 
is the foreign students among us 
he said. iranian students here are 
looked on as “damned Iranians 
who are aiways demonstrating 
Swift said Americans traditionally 
look upon historical change as 
bad news 

They teli us change is going to 
occur and are biamed rather than 
listened to Swift explained 
Americans are editorializing and 
judging Iran, Swift said. Yet they 
know aimost nothing of the 
peopie. iran has long received 
foreign military and political 
interference and suffered 
Numilities by western 
governmerits, he said 

The situation in iran is tragic 
because of the hostages However 
it Symbolizes the escalation of 
bitterness toward western powers 
which may lead to war. Swift 
added

The 
revolution has been losing 
popularity among the people The 
government wanted to pass this 
constitution, to unite and mobilize 
the people again. Therefore, wnat 
was better than asking for the 
shah. This united the peopie more 
than anything else 


‘To get the people together 
again, and psych them up and pass 
this constitution and when the 
constitution passed bringing 
religious, republic, mosiem 
constitution everybody has to 
obey 

Khomeini asked the peopie 
when the US said they were going 
19 boycott iran, not to eat — just 
eat once a day Most of the peopie 
didn't eat but once a day

out, ready to kiil. They believe that 
by religious analysis if they get 
killed in the way of God obviously 
their next worid is heaven. And 
most people believe it One of the 
slogans was ‘this dumb Carter

“stole” from them, the Iranian said

There is no animosity towards the

superficial, leaving the English - 
speaking audience confused 
about motivations The 


emptionaily - charged words are 
not understood. and the actors 
faces seem incapable of the 
myriad of emotions necessary to 
tell the story 


The pilot is simple Leonardo 


loves one woman but marries 
another. (Leonardo, played by 
Francisco Reveles, is the only 


named role in the program ) When 
his former girlfriend plans to wed 
L@onardo realizes his passion for 
her and immediately after her mar 
riage, they steal away on his horse 
Tragedy is inevitable. Blood will be 
shed 

But the passion, love and inien 
Silty inherent in such a drama is 
missing For example, we see only 
minimal traces of feeling for 
Leonardo on the bride's face 
There is no frustrated passior 
when the ill - fated couple meet 
And Xochit! Areliano's bride says 
she loves her fiancee, yet the deep 
conflict she must be experiencing 
cafinot be sensed 

Leonardo also seems shallow 
Hp shows his feelings staring at the 
bride and strutting on and off 
stage, the belis on his trousers 
marking each entrance and exit 
Hi Tontempiating leaving his 
wife and newborn son, beginning a 
new life penniless and offending a 
man whose violent reaction is as 
sured.

Currently, KXPR_ receives its 
network programming via 
telephone lines 


The station's funding comes 
from severa! sources, Kelly said. 
for the 1979 calendar year, KXPR 
received a $100,000 grant from the 
Corporation for Public Broad- 
casting CPB required that its 
grant be matched by $200,000 in 
local funds 

The station receives about 
$100,000 in “in kind” services (of 
fice and studio space, equipment 
use, broadcast license use, etc.) 
from the university each year “The 
university has heiped us a great 
deal,’ Kelly said 

Listeners have contributed 
about $60,000 this year During its 
last drive, the station received 
pledges totaling $42,090. Kelly 
said the station has a 90 percent 
collection rate on pledges 


The station employs nine fuil 
time professionals and is assisted 
by numerous student interns and 
volunteers 
Station is Currently adver 
sing nationally for a_ station 
manager Stewart Wilbur resigned 
that post Oct 2. Kelly explained 
that Wilbur likes to start up stations 
and tnen move on 

When contacted, Wilbur said he 
lid sign on with KXPR specifically 
to help the station get its NPR cer 
tification. That certification came 
through on Sept. 7, 1979

Downtown we do have some 
transmission problems because of 
large buildings She 
recommended positioning radio 
antennae to face south or buying a 
device called a channel splitter 

Of four on the air per- 
sonalities, one, Phillip Jiminez - 
Bragdon is a CSUS student study 
ing linguistic geography Kelly 
said musical knowledge. technical 
ability and good foreign language 
pronunciation are required to work

Its gone beyond the point 
where we take inexperienced 
Students and make them stars, 
Kelly said.
